period 1-1-1986 to 31-12-1986. 

2. Agencies for the Administration of the Scheme.— 
2(i) Unless otherwise directed, the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council (TEXPROCTL) will al¬ 
locate export entitlements for all fabrics and inade- 
ups except woollen fabrics and madc-ups for vvhicli 
expiort emtitlement allocation will be done by the 
Wool & Woollen Export Promotion Council (WA 
WEPC), However, necessary certification for all 
fabrics and made-ups including the woollen fabrics 
and made-ups will be done by the Cotton textiles 
Export Promotion Council. Lists of categories of 
the Textile products covered under the scheme are 
iivailable with the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council and the Wool & Woollen Export Promotion 
Council. Government reserves the right to make 
ciianges as con.sidercd appropriate, wilh regard to the 
agencies for the administration of the scheme. 

2(ii) Export Entitlements will be allotted only to 
exporters registered with the! Competent Registering, 
Authorities. 

3. Systems and quantum of allotment and divisions 
of the allotment year. There will be three systems 
of allocation of quantity for export — 


3(i) 40 per cent of the annual level will be allo¬ 
cated on the basis of past pcrforniance, 40 
per cent on the basis ol Firsi-eonif, Liist- 
serVedfFCFS) Contract Reservation and 20 
per cent on (FCFS) Rcadygoods basis. 

3(ii) In the case of past jscrfovmance ipstem, there 
will be a single period of allocation from 
1-1-1980 to 30 9-19S6. For FCFS Contract 
Reservation system and FCF.S Rcadygoods 
system, the year will be divided into three 
four mimtlily periods .i.e. 1-1-1986 to 

30-4-J986, l-5-iy.-<6 to 31-8-1986 and 

1-9-1986 U) 3M2-1986. 

3(iii) 50 per cent of the quantity availaolc under 
the system of FCFS Contract Reservation 
and FCFS Readygoods will he allocated for 
shipment during the first period January 1 
April, 1986, 25 per cent for shipment during 
the second period MayjAiigust, 1986. and 
the remaining 25 per cent for shipment dur¬ 
ing the third period, SeptemberlDccember, 
1986. The above period andjor systemw'ise 
ratios may, however be modified by the 
Government depciiding upon the demand 
patterns and other parameters. 

4. Reservation for segments.—Wherever export en¬ 
titlements for cotton, woollen and man-made fibres 
are combined, the reservation for woollen and synthe¬ 
tic items will be done in terms of specific quantities 
The actual quantities will be determined by the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner after ascertaining The firm require¬ 
ments from the respective Councils keeping in vicrv 
the past pattern and prevailing trends. 

5. Past Performance Entitlement System.—fi) 
Agency for determining entiUemems : The'Agency for 
calculation of the entitlement under the past perfor¬ 
mance system in respect ol each exporter will be the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay 
(TEXPROCIL). The 1 cctile Commissioner will lay 
down procedures in this regard and supervise the 
work of the TEXPROCIL. 

(ii) Base Period and Ceiling.— The entitlement .shall 
be determined pro-rata for each conn try | category com¬ 
bination on the basis of the average of exports during 
1983, 1984 and JanuaryUuae, 1985 for each exptater. 
The allotment will be made on pro-rata basis. No ex¬ 
porter shad, however, be entitled to more than his 
annual average expiorts in the base period in each 
ca tegory [ country, 

(iii) Performance bond,—-The exporters qualifying 
for past performance entitlement will be allowed to 
utilise tlieir entitlement without executing i-verfoc/nance 
bond upto 31-3-1986, 

(iv) The exporters mil b ■ given the upt on to sur¬ 
render the unutilised entitlements by 31-?-]986 or 
retain such quantity as they may desire bv giving per¬ 
formance bond backed either by Bank Guarantee-or 
cash deposit on or before 31st March, 1986, at the 
rate of Re. 1 per kg. wncrc the unit of r'llotment is in 
terms of kgs., 24 paisc per dozen lor handkerchiefs to 
EEC countries, 48 paise per dozen for terry tO'- els 
and 10 paise per Sq, yard for fabrics to USA and 10 
paise per Sq metre for vxoollen worsted fabrics to 
Canada. 
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(v) EAporters vvilj be given an option to surrender 
their unutilised entitlement at 50 per cent of the rates 
at 50v) above as on 30-0-1986. 

' (vi) Where tlie utilisation is not than 75 per 
cent before 30th September, 1986 the exporter will 
be given an option to seek extension for shipment 
upto 31st December, 1986, by cxccuung a perfor¬ 
mance bond at double the rates specified in paragraph 
5(iv). 

(vii) Transferability.—Past Perfomance Entitle¬ 
ment shall be transferable subject to the following 
conditions; 

(a) An exporter will have the option to tiansfer 
any portioii of his cntilleinen" to any other 
registered exporter at any time upto 
30-9-1986. 

(b) The quantitv transtered shall be counted as 
experts of the transferee, who acinally ships 
the goods. 

(c) The entitlement in the hands of the transfe¬ 
ree shall be .subjeet to the st me terms and 
conditions as tho.se applicable to it in the 
hands of the transferee. 

(d) An exporur w'ho obtains entitlement by 
transfer from any other expoj 'cr in a parti¬ 
cular country I eite-gory, either in full or m 
part, will not be eligible to tr^-nsfer any en¬ 
titlement to another exporter in the same 
count 171 category. 

(e) Transfer of Past Performance Entitlement 
in a particular countryicategcy shall not be 
allowed to the exporters whx have FCFS 
contract reservation quota in he same cate¬ 
gory! country. 

6 . FCFS Contract Reservation System.—(i) For 
allotment on FCFS Contract Rcservai'on basis, the 
exjwrtcr will have to submit alongwitl the appli¬ 
cation, performance bond backed by bmk guarantee 
or by cash deposit calculated at the r;tc of Pe. Ij- 
per kg. whe 'e allotment is in kgs., 12 prise per dozen 
for handkerchiefs to EEC. 2.5 paise per c ozen for terry 
towels, 5 paise per Sq, Yard for fabrics to USA and 
5 paise per Sq. meter tor w<.x)l!cn wmrTcd fabrics to 
Canada. 

(ii) The exporter may seek extension for the next 
allotment period by executing performance bond at 
double the rates specified in para 6 (i) above, provided 
he has utilised not less than 75 per cent of his entitle¬ 
ment by 30th June, 1986, 

_(iii) If on any particular day the total quantity ap¬ 
plied for is more than the quantity available for dis¬ 
tribution in any countrylcategory, the allotment will 
be made on high price basis, 

7. FCFS Readygoods System.—(i) Allocation of quan¬ 
tity on the basis of FCFS Readygoods will be made 
only against the goods which are physic,ally ready for 
shipment. The exporter will have to submit along 
with the application, shioping documents, the Textiles 
758 G1/8 5—2 


Committees Inspection Certificate, AR4 or AR51AR3 
forms and a cheque towards earnest money deposit 
calculated at the rate of 50 paise per kg., which shall 
be forfeited if proof of actual shipment is not pro- 
diTccd within the prescribed time hmit. 

(ii) If on any particular day the total quantity ap¬ 
plied for is more than the quantity available for distri¬ 
bution in any countrylcategory, the allotment will be 
made on high price basis. 

8 . Certification[Shipment.—Certification by TEX- 
PROCIL under all the tliree systems of allotment wdl 
be valid for shipment for a period of 21 clear days 
from the date of certification subject to the condition 
that no certificate shall be valid beyond 31st Decem¬ 
ber, 1986 in any case. 

9. Slow Moving Items.—The Textile Commissioner 
will identify and announce a list of slow moving items 
on the basis of past exports and prevailing trends. 
Such items will be eligible for the following relaxa¬ 
tions ; 

(a) The provisions regarding security against 
performance guarantee would he dispensed 
with in the case ol slow moving items, spe¬ 
cially identified for tltis purpose, by the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner on tire basis of past 
exports and prevailing trends. 

(bj For the identified slow moving items, appli¬ 
cants will have to submit only the perfor¬ 
mance bond in the proforma prescribed by 
TEXPROCIL without any Bank guarantee 
or cash deposit. 

10 Earnest Moijey Deposit|Bank Guarantee & For¬ 
feiture thereof.—(i) An exporter, who performs not 
less than 90 per cent of the export entitlements allott¬ 
ed to him under past performance entitlement and 
FCFS Contract Reservation Systems in a particular 
export entitlement period will not be liable to for¬ 
feiture of performance bond. An exporter who per¬ 
forms not less than 75 per cent but less than 90 per 
cent will have to pay proportionate forfeiture. If the 
export entitlement utilisition is less than 75 per cent 
the exporter will be liable to forfeiture of his perfor¬ 
mance bond in full, This will be subject to force 
majeure conditions wherever these arise, 

(ii) Application for extension shall be filed within 
one month of the relevant period. 

(iii) Exporters to whom export entitlements are 
allotted in tenns of this policy but who do not utilise 
them would render themselves liable to disqualifica¬ 
tion from future allotment without prejudice to any 
other action that may be taken in this behalf. 

11. Appeal against forfeiture of EMD’sjBank 
Guarantees.—For the purpose of giving consideration 
to representations made by exporters against forfeiture 
of EMD’sjBank Guarantees for non-utilisation of al¬ 
lotted export entitlements, the following procedure will 
apply. On forfeiture of EMD’s|Bank Guarantees by the 
TEXPROCIL, the exporters concerned may appeal 
against such forfeiture to the Textile Commissioner, 
Bombay within fifteen days of receipt of the commu- 
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nication regarding the forfeiture. The TwrtiJe Comnii^ 

sioner shall upon receipt of the representation give a 
ruling as curly possible. If in any case, the ex.porter 
is not satisfied with the decision of the Textile Com¬ 
missioner, he may prefer an appeal against the deci¬ 
sion within 15 days of receipt of the communication 
conveying the decision. The second appeal with lie 
with Department of Textiles and will be dealt vdth by 
an Appellate Committee constituted by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

12. Supervision of allocation of export entitle¬ 
ments.—The Textile Commissioner, Bombay will 
continue to exercise day to day supervision over the 
matters relating to allocation of export entitlement. 
A co-ordination Committee with the Textile Com¬ 
missioner as Chairmtm and with the representatives of 
the concerned EPCs'as members will review the opera¬ 
tion of tlie policy periodically. On matters where 
there is difference of opinion, the decision of the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner will be final.

14. CB) Handlooin e.xcmpt certificate.— In the case 
of export of all handloom j'abric.sjniade-up.s corres¬ 
ponding to restrained items to Canada, Cotton Hand- 
loom Textile FabricsjMade-ups to Austria, all hand- 
loom aird fabircs and made-ups to EEC and the USA 
and handloom bed-linen to NL>rway the Textile Cont- 
mittee will issue the ccil'ficate a.s prescribed in the 
Bilateral Agreement.s l<>r such prodiicis. 


13. Clearance by Customs 

A. Products under restraint.—Shipments will be 
allowed by Customs authorities at the ports of ship¬ 
ment after verifying the certification of export entitle¬ 
ment of the oripnal and duplicate of shipping bills for 
individual consignments issued by the Cotton Textiles 
Export Promotion Council or any other appropriate 
agency designated for this purpose. 

B. Handloom products.—In so far as exports of 
all handloom fabrics!made-ups, corresponding to re¬ 
strained items are concerned, shipments will be per¬ 
mitted by the Customs on the basis of ‘Inspection 
Endorsement’ by the Textile Committee in Part-2 of 
the combination form. 

C. Made-ups falling imder India Items.—In respect 
of ‘India Items’ which are traditional folklore handi¬ 
craft textile products of India, shipments will be pert- 
mitted by the Customs for exporters to EEC, USA, 
Finland, Austria, Sweden, Canada and Norway on 
the basis of appropriate certificate issued by the Office 
of the Development Commissioner (Handicrafts). 

14 (A) Export Certificate, Certificate of origin & 
Visa.—Ibe following certification, required under the 
relevant Bilateral Textile Agreements, Will be issued 
by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council or 
any other body duly authorised in this behalf ; 

(i) EEC.—a. Export Certificate and certificate of 
origin for all restrained items of powerloomjmillmadel 
knitted origin, 

b. Certificate of origin for non-res trained items of 
powcrloQra|millmade|knitted origin. 

(ii) AUSTRIA.—E.xport certificates for fabrics! 
made-ups of powerloomlmillmade origin subject to 
restraint or surveillance. 

(iii) CANADA,—Export certificate for fabrics and 
made ups of milI-madc[powerloom!knjtted origin 
which are subject to restraint except for consignment-s 
valued at less tlian Chanadian $ 500. 


15. Government reserves the right to make amend¬ 
ments to any of the foregoing provisions without 
giving prior notice.
